Terrorists hold 
woman diplomat 


SANTO DOMINGO, Do mini­ 
can Rep u blic (AP) — Terro r­ 
ists ho lding a U.S. wo man dip ­ 
lo mat and o thers ho stage in the 
Venezu elan Co nsu late said to ­ 
day they will take “drastic 
measu res” u nless they get a 
do cto r to treat a wo u nded p er­ 
so n. 
They also demanded fo o d, 
water, and remo v al o f tro o p s 
fro m aro u nd the bu ilding. 
The terro rists, who hav e al­ 
ready threatened to kill o ne 
ho stage ev ery two ho u rs and 
blo w u p the bu ilding by no o n 
u nless they get $1 millio n and 
freedo m fo r Do minican p o litical 
p riso ners, did no t say who the 
wo u nded p erso n was. 
No r did they sp ecify what 
“drastic m easu res” they wo u ld 
take. 
“We hav e a p erso n who is se­ 
rio u sly wo u nded and we need a 
su rgeo n who can treat the p er­ 
so n 
inside 
the 
co nsu late,” 
sp o kesmen fo r the gu errillas 
to ld The Asso ciated Press by 
p ho ne. “The ho stages are well, 
calm and acting no rmally .” 
In a su bseq u ent p ho ne call 
fro m New Yo rk, the gu errillas 
to ld The AP that the p erso n 
wo u nded was no t in serio u s 
co nditio n. 
The gu errilla sp o kesmen said 
in additio n to U.S. Info rmatio n 
Serv ice chief Barbara Hu tchi­ 
so n, they were ho lding nine o th­ 
er p erso ns ho stage, inclu ding 
the Venezu elan co nsu l and v ice 
co nsu l. 
Earlier rep o rts said there 
were eight ho stages in all, in­ 
clu ding a 9-y ear-o ld girl, bu t 
she was released Friday night. 
In additio n to the $1 millio n, 
the terro rists are seeking the 
release o f 38 p o litical p riso ners. 
Dip lo matic so u rces said Vene­ 
zu ela had agreed to p ay the 
ranso m if the Do minican Re­ 
p u blic freed the p riso ners. 
The terro rists threatened to 
blo w u p the co nsu late if their 
demands were no t met. 
Neither Hu rwich no r the two 
nego tiato rs wo u ld discu ss their 
talks, bu t dip lo matic so u rces 
said earlier that Venezu ela had 
agreed to p ay the ranso m if the 
Do minican Rep u blic released 


the p riso ners. 
The terro rists demanded the 
ranso m be p aid by the U.S. 
go v ernment, which wo u ld re­ 
q u ire a dep artu re fro m p re­ 
v io u s U.S. p o licy o f rejecting 
all kidnap ranso m demands. 
The American ho stage was 
Barbara Hu tchiso n, 47 -y ear-o ld 
chief o f the U.S. Info rmatio n 
Serv ice in the Do minican Re­ 
p u blic. She was seized by fiv e 
armed men at abo u t 11:30 a.m. 
Friday o u tside her o ffice and 
driv en the eight blo cks to the 
Venezu elan co nsu late. 


There, 
in 
an 
ap p arently 
co o rdinated o p eratio n, terro r­ 
ists seized Co nsu l Jesu s Gre­ 
go rio de Co rral, a v ice co nsu l, 
a p riest, two secretaries, a 
wo man, a 9-y ear-o ld girl and 
p o ssibly o thers. 
In a telep ho ne call to CBS ra­ 
dio in New Yo rk, Miss Hu tchin­ 
so n, a v eteran USIS o fficer in 
Latin American co u ntries, said: 
“Well, there’s been no v io lence 
and I believ e they ’re waiting 
fo r a co mmissio n o f p eo p le to 
co me to nego tiate with them. 


“Frankly , I’m getting a little 
hu ngry . Bu t that’s OK.” 
Co nsu l de Co rral to ld TTie As­ 
so ciated Press by p ho ne that 
the gu nmen had p lanted bo mbs 
in the co nsu late and were 
threatening to set them o ff. He 
said the ho stages were being 
well treated, bu t there was no t 
eno u gh fo o d fo r a lo ng siege. 
TTie bandits’ leader, Radames 
Mendez Vargas, identified the 
gro u p as “The Freedo m Mo v e­ 
ment o f 12th Janu ary .”

immediately 
kno wn what the date signified. 
Vargas was released fro m 
p riso n six mo nths ago by Do ­ 
minican President Jo aq u im Be- 
lagu er after serv ing six y ears 
o f a 20-y ear term fo r hijacking 
a Venezu elan p lane in 1968. 
Talking to NBC radio by 
p ho ne, Vargas demanded the 
freedo m o f “o u r leader. Dr. 
Plenao Mato s, and 37 co mp an­ 
io n p riso ners.” He also de­ 
manded the $1 millio n fro m 
“the American imp erialist go v ­ 
ernment.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - P ar­ 
ticip ants in President Fo rd’s 
Eco no mic Su mmit Co nference 
argu ed to day o v er which p ro ­ 
grams sho u ld be slashed as the 
go v ernment cu ts back sp ending 
to fight inflatio n. 
Fo rd, meanwhile, missed the 
o p ening sessio n o f the su mmit’s 
final day while his wife u nder­ 
went su rgery . 
Bu dget Directo r Ro y Ash, ap ­ 
p arently reacting to earlier de­ 
mands that so cial p ro grams no t 
be made the main target o f 
bu dget cu ts, said the go al was 
“stringent 
bu t 
realistic 
re­ 
straint.” 
The Defense Dep artment p u t 
in a stro ng bid to be sp ared 
fu rther redu ctio ns. Bu t two co n­ 
gressio nal sp o kesmen, o ne fro m 
each p arty , to o k ex cep tio n. 
“Were we no t to act no w,” 
Ash said o f bu dget-cu tting, 
“this y ear’s nearly 10 p er cent 
gro wth in federal ex p enditu res 
wo u ld inev itably be fo llo wed by 
ev en larger gro wth nex t y ear 
and the y ear after.” 
Ash said he was no t su ggest­ 
ing any drastic slashes in im­ 
p o rtant p ro gram. Later the De­ 
fense Dep artment said it co u ld 
stand no fu rther cu ts in its 
fu nding 
“At the p re-su mmit co nfer­ 
ences, we fo u nd sentiment gen-* 


erally fo r bu dget restraint, and 
certainly no t fo r drastic slashes 
in all p ro grams,” Ash said. 
He to ld the 8 00 delegates: 
“We mu st be mindfu l o f tho se 
su ffering disp ro p o rtio nately 
fro m inflatio n and reco gnize 
that effects differ in different 
p ro grams and try fo r eq u ity .” 
Sev eral sp eakers in Friday ’s 
sessio ns — p articu larly labo r 
leaders, co ngressio nal Demo ­ 
crats and co nsu mer and p o o r 
p eo p le’s adv o cates — had said 
bu dget restraints alo ne wo u ld 
no t so lv e inflatio n and wo u ld 
p enalize tho se already su ffering 
the mo st. 
Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger said the Pentago n’s 
belt already was p u lled tight 
and that the defense estab­ 
lishment was su ffering fro m 
ero ded p u rchasing p o wer as 
mu ch u s indu stries o r indiv id­ 
u als. 
“Fu rther redu ctio ns canno t 
be made in the defense bu dget 
witho u t drastic effect o n the 
wo rldwide ro le o f the United 
States,” Schlesinger said. 
Sen Edmu nd S. Mu skie, D 
Maine, fo llo wed 
Schlesinger 
with the assertio n that "the de­ 
fense bu dget is o ne bu dget that 
rep resents a su bstantial in­ 
crease o v er the 1974 fiscal y ear 
bu dget.”

Leftists force rally cancellation 


LISBON, Po rtu gal (AP) — 
President Anto nio de Sp ino la 
bu ckled u nder stro ng leftist 
p ressu re and called o ff a mass 
demo nstratio n by his su p p o rt­ 
ers to day . 
It was the first test o f fo rce 
between left and right since the 
Ap ril 25 co u p , and the left ap ­ 
p eared to hav e carried the day . 
Sp ino la said the demo nstra­ 
tio n, aimed at 
"leftist ex ­ 
trem ists,” wo u ld “no t be co n­ 
v enient” becau se o f “distu rb­ 
ances in p u blic o rder earlier to ­ 
day .” 
The left, with the Co mmu ­ 
nists in the fo refro nt, had is­ 
su ed a call to their fo llo wers 
"to take to the streets to p re­ 
v ent the Fascist demo nstra­ 
tio n.” 
Tho u sands 
o f 
Po rtu gu ese 
fro m ru ral areas and su bu rbs 
o f Lisbo n p o u red into the cap i­ 
tal desp ite militant leftist at­ 
temp ts to iso late the cap ital 
with ro adblo cks. 
Tanks and armo red u nits 
ringed the p residential p alace 
where the demo nstratio n was 
schedu led to be held. 
The army was rep o rted to 
hav e arrested sco res o f p er­ 
so ns, inclu ding so me identified 
as ex treme rightists ap p arently 
try ing to carry arm s to the ral­ 
ly 


Co mmando s fro m the cap i­ 
tal’s defense fo rce jo ined the 
self-declared 
“anti-fascist” 
y o u ng v igilantes at the ro ad­ 
blo cks, searching cars and 
their p assengers befo re p er­ 
mitting them to p ass. 
A member o f Sp ino la’s mili­ 
tary ju nta, Gen. Dio go Neto , 
to ld The Asso ciated Press there 
was no disu nity within the 
armed fo rces. 
Sp ino la rep o rtedly has been 
engaged fo r weeks in a p o wer 
stru ggle with Premier Vasco 
Go ncalv es’ leftist co alitio n o f 
Co mmu nists, 
So cialists 
and 
centrist Po p u lar Demo crats. 
Go ncalv es also heads the 
p o werfu l Armed Fo rces Mo v e­ 
ment, a gro u p o f so me 300 o ffi­ 
cers who o rganized the Ap ril 25 
co u p that o v erthrew the heirs 
o f the rightist Salazar regime 
and installed Sp ino la as p resi­ 
dent. 
Newsp ap ers did no t p u blish 
by o rder o f the Info rmatio n 
Ministry and o nly the go v ern­ 
ment co ntro lled natio nal radio 
netwo rk was o n the air, bro ad­ 
casting ap p eals to leftists to re­ 
mo v e the barricades o n ro ads 
leading to the cap ital. 
The go v ernment anno u nced it 
wo u ld ensu re that the p ro -Sp in - 
o la demo nstratio n, deno u nced 
in adv ance by the left as a fas­ 


cist p lo t to lau nch an u ltra­ 
right mo v ement, went o ff as 
schedu led. 
Bu t the self-declared leftist 
v igilantes p ressed fo r a co n­ 
fro ntatio n, u rging “ev ery bo dy 
into the streets to p rev ent the 
fascist demo nstratio n.” 
There were rep o rts that Sp in­ 
o la had assu med sp ecial p o w­ 
ers and may hav e seized co n­ 
tro l o f the go v ernment, bu t a 
go v ernment sp o kesman said he 
co u ld no t co nfirm o r deny this. 
Rally o rganizers were rep o rt­ 
ed to hav e arranged fo r co n­ 
v o y s o f cars, bu ses and tru cks 
to cart p easants fro m the tradi­ 
tio nalist co u ntry side to say 
“Yes to Sp ino la” and “No to 
the Ex tremists.” 
Info rmatio n 
Minister Jo se 
Sanches Oso rio anno u nced o v er 
go v ernment-co ntro lled 
radio 
that 
the 
ro ad 
blo cks 
and 
searches were illegal and warn­ 
ed that blo o dshed wo u ld fo llo w 
u nless they were sto p p ed.

The President, info rmed at 
the White Ho u se after a su rgi­ 
cal bio p sy o n his wife, p rep ared 
to leav e fo r Bethesda Nav al 
Ho sp ital and her bedside. 
He had been schedu led to at­ 
tend the final day o f the Eco ­ 
no mic Su mmit co nference and 
deliv er a su mming-u p sp eech 
What effect his wife’s o p eratio n 
wo u ld hav e o n the p lans was 
no t clear. 
A White Ho u se sp o kesman 
anno u nced the p hy sicians’ find­ 
ings. 
“The resu lts o f the bio p sy 
p erfo rmed o n Mrs. Fo rd were 
u nfav o rable. An o p eratio n to 
remo v e her right breast is no w 
u nder way ,” said sp o kesman 
William Ro berts at 9 a.m. 
Ro berts said that by say ing 
the resu lts were u nfav o rable, 
he meant that there was a m a­ 
lignancy . 
The su rgery began sho rtly 
after 8 a.m. Nav y Cap t. Wil­ 
liam Fo u ty , chief o f su rgery at 


Bethesda Medical Center, head­ 
ed the o p erating team. 
The schedu le called fo r re­ 
mo v al o f a small no du le in the 
breast to determine whether o r 
no t it was cancero u s. 
An ex aminatio n o f a sectio n 
o f tissu e was made immediate­ 
ly - 
Sho rtly after 9 a.m., Ro berts, 
an assistant WTiite Ho u se p ress 
secretary issu ed his brief state­ 
ment to rep o rters. 
“We hav e great faith ... that 
ev ery thing is o kay .” the Presi­ 
dent said after v isiting his 56- 
y ear-o ld wife in the VIP su ite 
at Bethesda, Md., Nav al Ho sp i­ 
tal o n Friday night.

Dr. Jo hn Lu ngren, who has 
been treating the fo rmer chief 
ex ecu tiv e fo r p hlebitis and a 
blo o d clo t in the lu ng, released 
this statement Friday : 
"Fo llo wing co nsu ltatio n, it 
was o u r co mbined o p inio n that 
there was no indicatio n fo r any 
change in the cu rrent co u rse o f 
therap y . 
The 
blo o d-thinning 
p ro cess — antico agu latio n dru g 
therap y — is p ro ceeding in an 
o rderly fashio n.” 
A ho sp ital so u rce said he 
tho u ght that Nix o n was in a 
go o d mo o d. 
Nix o n has been su bp o enaed 


by bo th defendant Jo hn Eh- 
rlichman and p ro secu to r Leo n 
Jawo rski to ap p ear as a wit­ 
ness in the Watergate co v er-u p 
trial in Washingto n. Nix o n’s 
lawy ers hav e fo u ght attemp ts 
to get him into co u rt as a wit­ 
ness. 
In Friday ’s statement, Lu ng­ 
ren didn’t say whether su rgery 
had been co ntemp lated to re­ 
mo v e the clo t in Nix o n’s right 
lu ng o r to attemp t to cu re the 
p ersistent p hlebitis in his left 
leg.

Lik e most governm ent 
pro­ 
grams, food stamps started small 
and were intended for a worthy pur­ 
pose. A small pilot project during 
the Kennedy Administration led to 
passage of the Federal Food Stamp 
Act of 1964 
We had a problem of agricultural 
overproduction and 
food stamps 
were viewed as a way of: 
Raising the nutritional levels of 
the truly needy poor; 
Stimulating the nation’s agricul­ 
tural economy; 
Making possible the distribution 
of farm food surpluses through nor­ 
mal retail food outlets. 
The Food Stamp Program has 
become a multi-billion-dollar ad­ 
ministrative nightmare, a stagger­ 
ing financial burden at the federal 
level. 
In California alone, taxpayers 
are contributing at least $316 million 
toward the purchase of some $630 
million in food stamps this year. It 
cost almost $1 0 0 million in California 
just for administrative costs. Food 
stamps are rolling off the printing 
presses at the rate of $20 million a 
day. 
When we instituted our welfare 
reforms in California in 1971, we did 
not include the food stamp program 
because it is totally a federal pro­ 
gram 
But because food stamps have be­ 
come the fastest-growing part of 
welfare costs, and because of re­ 
peated instances of abuse and loose 
administration, we have had a new 
task force take a sweeping new look 
at welfare, including food stamps. 
At a time when inflation is hurt­ 
ing everyone, many taxpayers find 
it difficult to understand why a 
seemingly able-bodied and other­ 
wise self-supporting individual can 
walk up to the grocery counter with 
a basketfull of prime T-bone steaks 
and lay out free food stamps—while 
they are buying hamburger for their 
own dinner, with hard-earned cash 
which they have left after paying 
taxes to cover the cost of those food 
stamps 
At best, it is totally out of control 
and in need of a complete overhaul. 
At its worst, it is a massive rip-off of 
working taxpayers because it is 
their tax dollars which pay for food 
stamps. 
A 17-year-old high school student 
decided he no longer wanted to live 
with his parents. So he moved out

occupation of the French embassy in 
The Hague by three Japanese gun­ 
men ended when the hostages were 
released in exchange for an impris­ 
oned terrorist and a guarantee of 
safe-conduct for the raiders. 
Even as this latest episode reced­ 
ed from the headlines, many ques 
tions remained about the origins and 
aims of the Japanese terrorsts 
The Japanese Red Army has be 
come a convenient blanket label for 
political extremists on the left of the 
Communist party. It is useful for de­ 
scribing the people (40,000 or so, say 
the police) who are prepared to go to 
almost any lengths to advance their 
left-win aims. 
Most acts of political violence in 
which Japanese have been involved 
in the past few years have been 
ascribed to the Red Army. These in­ 
clude the hijacking of an aircraft to 
North Korea in 1970, the Tel Aviv 
airport massacre in May, 1972, the 
hijacking and destruction of a J a ­ 
panese airliner last year and the at­ 
tack on oil storage tanks in Singa­ 
pore in January. 
But the label obscures the fact 
that Jap an ’s far left is badly splin 
tered And the original lied Army 
was even more of a splinter than 
most. It was formed in 1969 under 
the umbrella of the self-styled Com­ 
munist League, one of seven left- 
wing groups that are officially clas­ 
sified as beyon^ the constitutional

worker was forced to certify her as 
qualified for food stamps. She was 
legally eligible. Other cases involve 
outright fraud. Someimes we can 
catch this, but it is not easy. 
One couple obtained more than 
$5,000 worth of food stamps over a 
27-month period by failing to report 
more than $2 0 ,0 0 0 in personal earn­ 
ings and another $2 0 ,0 0 0 income 
from a business they owned. In that 
case, the man was convicted of theft 
and is making restitution. 
Strikers are exempt from the 
work requirements imposed on the 
truly needy and thus qualify for food 
stamps. 


In fact, food stamps and other 
forms of welfare have become a m a­ 
jor part of the resources available to 
striking workers and undoubtedly 
have prolonged labor disputes. This 
is a major public policy that de­ 
mands attention at the federal level 
if government is to play its tradition­ 
al neutral role in labor-management 
disputes. 


Because of these abuses and oth­ 
ers like them, California is drafting 
a report, along with a list of more 
than 50 specific, detailed recom­ 
mendations for reform in both the 
food stamp program and in the fed­ 
erally mandated A FD C program. 
One thing we must do is to estab­ 
lish a minimum age for qualifying 
for food stamps. They should not be 
allowed to become a means by which 
runaway youngsters can leave home 
at taxpayer expense and in defiance 
of their own family.

The extremists realize far better 
than most of the people they are ei­ 
ther assisting or terrorizing how 
hard their actions strike at the com­ 
fortable and peaceable image most 
Japanese have of themselves, and 
would like the world to have of their 
country.

Saudi Arabia’s King Faisal, so 
consequential to the United States, 
has made the Jerusalem matter re­ 
soundingly clear to Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger since Isra­ 
el Prem ier Yitzhak Rabin’s recent 
visit to Washington. 


In the fiery Middle East, things 
are seldom quite what they seem 
and most assumptions are danger­ 
ous. But not so the matter of Old J e ­ 
rusalem. 


Faisal insists that peace in the 
Middle East is impossible unless and 
until Israel gives b^ck the holy city. 
Worldwide, there are 529 million 
Muslims and 580 million Roman 
Catholics. Their total of a billion 
people is a very large number to 
alienate. In contrast, there are less 
than 14 million Jew s in the entire 
world. And Faisal puts to Mr. Kis­ 
singer the question of how to demo­ 
cratically judge the burning issue. 


Jerusalem (Ura Salem) is first 
mentioned in Genesis. Its life 
stretches back, .of course, 
3,000 
years or more. It was a city for Da­ 
vid, Solomon, Cyrus, Jesus, Hadri­ 
an, Muhammad and others. Its un­ 
dulating career is the story of man­ 
kind, full of aspirations, triumph, 
tragedy and treachery. 


Bowling along like Montgomery’s 
Eighth Arm y chasing Rommel into 
the sea, Faisal rebukes Israel’s ap­ 
parent claim that Jerusalem should 
belong to the people of Jewish faith 
as Mecca belongs to the Muslims 
and Rome to the Christians. 


He insists that nowhere in the 
world have the three great reli­ 
gions—Islam, 
Christianity, 
Ju d a­ 
ism -m et except in Jerusalem. The 
point he made with Mr. Kissinger is 
that 
Jerusalem 
belongs 
to 
all; 
equally sacred to Islam, Christianity 
and Judaism alike. 


Moreover 
Faisal—deeply 
reli­ 
gious—hit again at Israel’s promise. 
When the Republic of Israel pro­ 
claimed itself, President Truman of­ 
ficially recognized the new Jew is 
state lite ra lly overnight. ‘‘How 
many Arab votes are there in New 
Y o rk?” he asked. Israel, in turn, sol­ 
emnly swore that the new Jewish 
state would never encroach on inter­ 
national Jerusalem. 


Is ra e l’s com m itm ent 
helped 
overcome world alarm about Jerus­ 
alem. But, Faisal noted, when Israel 
could do so she made Jerusalem her 
capital. 


Faisal advised Mr. Kissinger that 
by-breaking its Jerusalem promise, 
ignoring world opinion, rebuffing the 
entreaties of Pope Paul VI, etc., Is­ 
rael confirms his own suspicion and 
that of many other religious ele­ 
ments throughout the world. 
He refuses to be persuaded by Is­ 
rael’s contention that for some 20 
years Jew s were prevented from 
visiting Jerusalem. He inists that an 
Israel-Jordan state of war was re­ 
sponsible for that. Additionally, F a i­ 
sal considers Israel’s excuse irrele­ 
vant to the problem. 
Lastly, Faisal cites an array of 
United Nations findings. 
The U.N. General Assembly res­ 
olutions of November 1947, April 
1948 and December 1949 and the 
U.N. Trusteeship Council’s unani­ 
mously adopted Geneva statutes of 
April 1950 all demanded an interna­ 
tionalized 
Jerusalem . 
And 
U.N. 
Middle East mediator Gunnar V. 
Jarring 
has 
likewise 
repeatedly 
made the same insistence. 
Jordan’s King Hussein made the 
same insistence to Mr. Kissinger 
and President Ford during his Au­ 
gust visit to Washington. 
Hussein, along with 
Egyptian 
President Anwar el Sadat, is the A r­ 
ab world’s most moderate leader. In 
fact, Hussein’s announced willing­ 
ness to reach a formal peace with Is­ 
rael resulted in the 12th assassina­ 
tion attempt on his life. 
As for the Arab world as a whole, 
it is unorganized—and probably un- 
organizable. Even pro-Arab Law ­ 
rence of Arabia once stated: “ I am 
sick to death of these Arabs ” But 38 
Muslim nations of the Mideast, Afri­ 
ca and Asia—representing a 600-mil­ 
lion 
population—met 
in 
Lahore, 
Pakistan, on Feb. 23 this year and 
demanded that Israel return Old 
Jerusalem with its sacred al-Aqsa 
Mosque. 
Mr. Kissinger is a man who acts 
with the courage of his convictions. 
But he has a favorite two-track neg­ 
otiating technique. 
It is to issue limited and re­ 
strained public statements to save 
everyone’s faces >\hile at the same 
time pursuing bustling, behind-the- 
scenes activities to put the United 
States in the middleman role 
In the Jerusalem issue the Kis­ 
singer two-track negotiating tech­ 
nique seems to suffer from what in a 
good hunting dog would be called 
gun-shyness. And Faisal made it

To get their own stalwarts to the 
polls, politicians of all parties al­ 
ways say that every general election 
is the most critical the country has 
faced. It is part of the acceptable hy­ 
perbole of electioneering. 
What makes the election on Oct. 
10 unique for the great majority of 
British electors is not that all parties 
are claiming that this is the most 
crucial election of their lives, but 
that for once the claim is true. The 
continuation of the United Kingdom. 
Britain’s future place in the world, 
the very way of life in these islands, 
are now at risk. And yet there can 
rarely have been a general election 
when more people were more uncer­ 
tain about its outcome—or even of 
the outcome they would most wish to 
see—at the beginning of the cam ­ 
paign than there are today. 
If the campaign is to match the 
seriousness of the decision the par­ 
ties are asking the electorate to 
take, that distinction should always 
be at the forefront of the party lead­ 
ers’ minds. It is perfectly proper, in­ 
deed it is essential, that the political 
leaders should recognize and ex­ 
press their own and the electorate’s 
fears for the future; but the dividing , 
line between that and exploiting 
those fears is a narrow and danger­ 
ous one. The party which wins this 
election—if anyone does—by decep­ 
tion will have no chance of govern­ 
ing for long. That is not a warning to 
the Labor party alone. If Mr. Heath 
wins, or is in position to put together 
a coalition government, it will be be­ 
cause the electorate has accepted in 
good faith his promise that even a 
majority Tory government will “ in­ 
vite people from outside the ranks of 
our party to join with us in overcom­ 
ing Britain’s difficulties.” 
If that or the consultations he 
promises are merely nominal his 
government will be in deep trouble 
very quickly. Even so, it is the way 
Labor’s campaign seems likely to 
develop which is the most pressing 
worry. 
If Harold Wilson and his col­ 
leagues wish to identify themselves 
beyond recall with the demands of 
the leaders of the most powerful 
unions that is their right and their 
risk. What would be indefensible

W ASHIN GTO N (N E A )- If you 
need an example of how the federal 
government promotes inflation, visit 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion. 
That agency is no worse than 
most but being typical it illustrates 
how inefficient and unwise govern­ 
ment regulation can drive up costs 
and therefore prices. The price of 
transportation is especially impor­ 
tant because it enters into the cost of 
virtually everything we buy from 
food to houses and motor cars. 
Take these unhappy examples 
gleaned, not from industry com­ 
plaints, but from government stud­ 
ies: 
ICC opposition to multiple-car 
and volume rail freight rates de­ 
layed unconscionably the introduc­ 
tion of efficient unit trains. 
ICC attitudes have discouraged 
the wider application of containeri- 
zation, which both government and 
industry believe can cut costs m ark­ 
edly. 
Regulatory 
procedures 
inhibit 
the efficiencies which come through 
the joint usage and joint control of 
common trackage by two rail com­ 
panies. 
ICC procedures encourage dis­ 
criminatory rates, forcing one class 
of rail service to subsidize another. 
A Department of Transportation 
survey brings out that perishables 
and freight on light-density lines are 
subsidized by other freight. 
Protracted hearings and court 
reviews on mergers may take so 
long the expected benefits are dissi­ 
pated before the merger is permit­ 
ted. 
In 1971, the railroads were re­ 
quired by the ICC to maintain serv­ 
ice on 2 1 ,0 0 0 miles of lightly traveled 
track for which revenues were less 
than operating costs, forcing the 
raises to charge higher rates on prof­ 
itable routes, thus driving away 
business. Again, raising costs.

Wilson and some others have al­ 
ready set out on that road by assert­ 
ing that they alone can reach any 
compact with the working people 
represented by the unions. Some 
people may like to believe that La­ 
bor has not produced an answer but 
the whole answer, the key to the fu­ 
ture, which a country in Britain s 
predicament must take if it is to 
have much hope at all. 
But doubts should not be stifled. 
The social compact may seem a 
good idea to many people because it 
does try to shift ’the balance of ad­ 
vantage and wealth in Britain. That 
is an aim which both the Labor party 
and the left wing of the Liberal party 
see as being good in itself, irrespec­ 
tive of whether it helps to cope with 
inflation or not. In so far as Britain’s 
inflation is exacerbated by union 
power many of these people would 
much prefer inflation to run on, to­ 
gether with the redistribution which 
the social compact promises, rather 
than have union power curbed one 
iota. But what is really happening? 
Are the people to be fooled again0 
The social compact is no more 
than a voluntary incomes policy 
concealed as an attack on social in­ 
justice. No voluntary incomes policy 
has worked or will work. Govern­ 
ments that propose such a policy are 
not dealing with inflation but trying 
to deal for a very short time with the 
public’s dislike of inflation. By en­ 
couraging the idea of voluntarism 
they are actually encouraging both 
inflation and union power. What will 
be left after the rapid failure of Mr. 
Wilson’s latest voluntary policy, if it 
is operated after Oct. 1 0, will simply 
be the attacks on profits, investment 
and savings which Labor will con­ 
firm and add to in order to repay the 
unions for keeping quiet during the 
election. 
But the biggest fallacy about the 
social compact is the claim that it is 
between the Labor party and the 
unions. It is not. It is simply an un­ 
signed, unenforceable compact with 
the Trades Union Congress. It is an 
essay in political agreement with the 
members of the general council of 
the TUC and even then there were 
notable and powerful exceptions: 
the engineers, the engine drivers 
and the civil servants could not 
bring themselves to believe in it, and 
there were threatening minorities in 
other union delegations who were 
equally opposed to any form of wage 
restraint. 


Innovations which improve serv­ 
ice or reduce costs almost inevitably 
require changes in rates to realize 
their potential, says one government 
study. By slowing and discouraging 
such price changes the ICC inhibits 
the very process of innovation. 
ICC attitudes discourage such ef­ 
ficiencies as could be achieved by 
closer cooperation between the rail­ 
roads, truck lines and barge opera­ 
tions. 
The ICC makes it virtually im ­ 
possible for rail lines to make those 
expeditious shifts in rates often re­ 
quired to meet competition. 
The regulation of trucking opera­ 
tions has been even more ridiculous. 
The fixing of routes is so arbi­ 
trary that trucking firms may be re­ 
quired to make a 50-mile detour 
north to pick up a load 100 miles 
south. 
There are limitations on the type 
of goods carried. 
Trucks frequently have been re­ 
quired to return empty even when 
suitable cargoes were available— 
but proscribed for one unimportant 
reason or another. 
Worse yet, some of the newer 
agencies make the ICC look gener­ 
ous by comparison. 
Now there are numbers of “ infla­ 
tion busting” programs which are 
politically appealing but highly im ­ 
practical. These too often monopo­ 
lize the attention of Congress, the 
White House and participants in 
mini-summits. 
But there are also genuine practi­ 
cal ways to spur the economy, re­ 
duce inflation and hold employment 
at high levels. These less glamorous 
proposals are talked about privately 
when experts get together. In such

which pad costs, the obtuse attitudes 
of men in regulatory agencies and 
laws which discourage competition 
are high on the list of effective at­ 
tacks on our economic problems.

In so far as the compact exists at 
all it is between the Labor party and 
the pro-Labor politicians in 
the 
TU C ’s leadership. 
But what if voluntary restraint 
fails again, as many people—and not 
all of them outside the Labor party— 
believe it must? The simple fact is 
that the balance of power has so 
shifted inside the Labor party that 
the only way it can now go into an 
election with any appearance of uni­ 
ty is by asserting that there will never 
again be any interference with the 
right of union leaders to get whatev­ 
er they can for their own members. 
Labor’s social democrats cannot 
look beyond even the possibility that 
voluntary restraint may fail because 
there is nothing there for them to see 
except industrial bankruptcies and 
large-scale unemployment. 
All this is particularly reminis­ 
cent of the attitude which Mr. Wilson 
and some of his cabinet colleagues 
adopted towards devaluation when 
they first took office in 1964: devalu­ 
ation must not be allowed to happen 
and if everyone pretended hard 
enough it would not happen. 
Mr. Heath would certainly be jus­ 
tified in saying as much when he is 
charged with leading a divided Tory 
party, part of which would contem­ 
plate increased unemployment to 
beat inflation. 
But the division at the top of the 
Tory party on counter-inflation poli­ 
cy is one of emphasis rather than of 
princihle, and Heath has made it 
clear to his shadow cabinet that his 
emphasis is more on incomes policy 
than on monetary policy. He will not 
be put at a disadvantage by making 
that clear to the country as well. 
On the contrary, the Tories must 
not be afraid of challenging the so­ 
cial compact or the power of the 
unions. Nor should they squirm at 
Mr. Wilson’s refrain about the hor­ 
rors of the three-day week. The true 
lesson to be learned from the three- 
day week is not that such confronta­

“ A kid is not a garbage pail.” 
So speaks one doctor in try ing 
to say sev eral things: 
—Children grow in spurts. 
When they are in a slow growth 
phase, they don’t need or want 
as much food as before. Try ing 
to force them to eat ev ery thing 
o n their plate could turn them 
against those dishes. And chil­ 
dren see the illogic of being 
to ld: “ Don’t waste that food. 
Think of the starv ing children 
in India.” That food is in front 
of them, notin India. 
—Kids stuffed with too many 
calories get fat. And fat chil­ 
dren often grow up to be fat 
adults. 
—What children choose as 
snacks can be a dietary disas­ 
ter. Try to guide choices in 
these “ mini-meals.” 
—Bad diets in early life can 
damage a child’s brain. 
—The food habits y ou start a 
child out with may be dooming 
him to a premature heart at­ 
tack. This can be av oided. 
Newer findings about food 
* and nutrition are sounding 
warnings about making mis­ 
takes on either ex treme—too 
much food, or too little, or of the 
wrong kinds. 
And what y ou say or do at the 
dinner table can be v ery impor­ 
tant, too. 
Growing up is work, and food 
prov ides the fuel. Good food 
habits 
can 
keep 
a 
child 
healthy —now and in later life. 
“ My impression is that par­ 
ents make the most headway in 
molding food habits during the 
time from weaning to school 
y ears,” say s Dr. Philip L. 
White, director of the American 
Medical Association’s Depart­ 
ment of Foods and Nutrition, 
and secretary of its Council on 
Foods and Nutrition. 
“ Dietary habits are built, for 
better or worse, when a child 
comes to table food, and ex pe­ 
riences the interactions at the 
table with the family . 
“ Both parents should be in­ 
v olv ed in teaching the impor­ 
tance of a v ariety of foods, and 


control of the portions,” Dr. 
White continues. “ The child 
should learn to enjoy food at the 
table, instead of filling up on 
friv olous foods in-between 
m eals.” 
Parents should take an hon­ 
est look at their own food hab­ 
its, he adds, because “ dear old 
Dad may be at fault, giv ing 
food a bad image. He may insist 
his child eat a normal range of 
foods, but himself be strictly a 
meat and potatoes man.” 
In offering a v ariety of foods, 
“ be patient if the child first re­ 
jects some of them. Force-feed­ 
ing likely will turn him against 
them.” 
There is more to food than 
taste and flav or, the nutritionist 
ex plains. “ There is color, for 
instance, and ‘mouth feel.’ A 
y oung child may not like a food, 
such as peas, because of the 
feel of them for a time. But this 
sense of feel can change with 
ex perience, with the dev elop­ 
ment of teeth, or for other rea­ 
sons. 
Influences other than 
taste can affect a y oungster’s 
initial reactions to food.” 
As for ups and downs in appe­ 
tite, Dr. White say s the y ears 4 
through 9 usually are a period 
of slow growth, and caloric 
needs are from 1,8 00 to 2,200 per 
day . From 10 through 12 y ears 
of age, needs rise to 2,350 for 
girls and 2,600 for boy s, and 
from 13 to 15 y ears to 2,500 for 
girls and 2,9 00 for boy s. Be­ 
tween 16 and 20, the need is 
likely to be 2,300 for girls and 
3,100 for boy s. Calorie needs 
will v ary with size and activ ity , 
but these figures illustrate the 
dramatic jump that occurs with 
adolescence. 
Since a 
child’s appetite 
doesn’t stay constant, parents 
can well be less critical at din­ 
ner table, dropping such de­ 
mand as: “ Eat, because it’s 
good for y ou!” (That’s what 
parents also say about some 
bad tasting medicines.) 
Demanding perfect table 
manners quickly is often be­ 
y ond a child’s skills, and can 
make the dinner table a place 


where he feels under attack, 
uncomfortable, not hungry . So 
can sharp criticism if he acci­ 
dentally spills something (who 
hasn’t? ). 
And 
family 
argu­ 
ments at meals don’t aid any ­ 
one’s enjoy ment or digestion of 
food. 
Poor food habits spell poor 
nutrition. And it isn’t just chil­ 
dren in economically poor fam­ 
ilies who are v ictims. Malnutri­ 
tion occurs in wealthy families 
because parents don’t serv e up 
balanced meals, ev en with a big 
budget. Balanced means the 
“ basic 
four” 
foods—dairy 
products, meats, whole grain 
and enriched cereal products, 
and fruits and v egetables. 
These foods assure adequate 
amounts of protein, v itamins, 
minerals and fats, and carbo­ 
hy drates for energy . 
Food fads, adopted by par­ 
ents and thrust on their chil­ 
dren, can lead to bad nutrition. 
One recent research study , for 
ex ample, reports that parents 
who feed their infants formulas 
based on Zen macrobiotic in­ 
gredients are running “ a real 
risk that the infant will suffer 
from protein-calorie deficien­ 
cy .” A couple of babies had to 
be hospitalized. 
And bad nutrition can result 
from ov er-reliance on numer­ 
ous prepared or “ conv enience” 
foods. Some highly -adv ertised 
foods are simply flops in nutri­ 
tion . Read the labels! 
How do y ou tell if a child isn’t 
consuming the right diet? Some 
signs of malnutrition, say s Dr. 
White, are failure to grow and 
thriv e, too thin, lethargic, irrit­ 
able, pallor as from anemia, 
dull hair and lacklustre ey es, 
sores around the mouth, poor 
ey e adaptation to dim light, 
flaccid muscles, easy tiring, 
sore bleeding gums, apathy , 
and short attention span. Such 
sy mptoms call for hav ing a 
doctor check them out. 
The United States is often 
called the best-fed nation in the 
world—and also ov erfed, some 
ex perts warn. But many chil­ 
dren and parents sleep with 


hunger each night, and many 
do not hav e any real semblance 
of a balanced diet. 
The cost can be high for chil­ 
dren—in anemia, rickets, goi­ 
ter, v itamin deficiencies, stunt­ 
ed growth, and brain damage. 
The human brain is particu­ 
larly v ulnerable to damage 
from v arious causes during the 
time of its fastest growth, say s 
Dr. Merrill S. Read of the Na­ 
tional Institute of Child Health 
and Human Dev elopment. 
This occurs “ from about fiv e 
months to about 10 months after 
birth. At the end of the first 
y ear, the brain has achiev ed 
approx imately 70 per cent of its 
adult weight, and by the end of 
the second y ear, it has practi­ 
cally completed its growth,” 
both in increase in the number 
of cells, and in the size of cells. 
Sev ere malnutrition during 
this time of growth permanent­ 
ly reduces the total number of 
brain cells, ev en if a good diet 
comes along later, Dr. My ron 
Winick, director of the Institute 
of Human Nutrition at Colum­ 
bia Univ ersity ’s College of Phi- 
sicians and Surgeons, found in 
ex periments with rats. 
In another study , child v ic­ 
tims of sev ere malnutrition in 
Chile were found to hav e only 40 
per cent of the ex pected num­ 
ber of brain cells, as compared 
with infants who died from ac­ 
cidents. 
“ Sev ere m alnutrition in a 
pregnant woman may affect 
the unborn child by reducing 
the nutrients av ailable to it for 
normal cell growth,” Dr. Reed 
writes. “ Also, sev ere malnutri­ 
tion during the first six months 
of the infant’s life further re­ 
duces the number of brain cells 
the baby will dev elop.” 
Some scientists estimate the 
brain cell count in children who 
had v ery bad diets early may 
be 20 per cent below normal 
when they become adults. 
All this may affect a child’s 
behav ior and learning ability . 
Such children may be apathe­ 
tic, lethargic, unable to pay at­ 
tention. 
Malnutrition, say s Dr. Win­ 
ick, 
“ is a 
self-perpetuating 
problem, a v icious cy cle which 
begins in infancy and condemns 
a person to a lifetime of per­ 
haps marginal function, mak­ 
ing it that much more difficult 
for him to ex tricate himself 
from the ex isting conditions 
and to create for his family an 
env ironment which will protect 
his children from the same ‘dis­ 
ease.’ ” 
“ A fat, chubby child is a 
(healthy ) (unhealthy ) child.” 


Desp ite the o ld say in g, the 
medical v o te go es firmly fo r the 
seco n d o f the cho ices. Fat chil­ 
dren are likely to gro w u p to b e 
fat adu lts—it is estim ated that 
8 0p er cen t stay fat. 
Ob esity makes p eo p le mo re 
su scep tib le to diab etes, high 
b lo o d p ressu re, co ro n ary dis­ 
ease, an d it p u ts greater strain 
o n the resp irato ry sy stem, an d 
has o ther effects w o rkin g 
again st a lo ng an d healthy life. 
The fat p erso n o ften feels 
co n stan tly imp elled to diet, an d 
su ffers emo tio n ally when the 
attem p ts fail. There’s tru th in 
the say in g: “In side ev ery fat 
p erso n there’s a thin p erso n 
screamin g to get o u t.” 
“G ran dm a” wo u ld say that 
“b ab y fat” disap p ears with 
m atu rity . Bu t it do esn ’t, n eces­ 
sarily . 
It is p o ssib le, say s Dr. Win­ 
ick, that “so me p eo p le who are 
o b ese as adu lts may hav e b een 
p ro grammed to b e o b ese b y 
their diets du rin g early life.” 
He is speaking of research in­ 
v olv ing “ fat cells,” the kind in 
adipose tissues designed to be 
storehouses of fat. They empty 
according to demand, or fill as 
fat is av ailable for storage. It’s 
easier to fill the fat cells than to 
empty them. 
A child gets ex tra numbers of 
the fat cells if fed too much 
food, too many calories, early 
in life when cells are div iding 
during growth phases, say s the 
ev idence from studies by Drs. 
J ules Hirsch of Rockefeller 
Univ ersity and J erome Knittle, 
who now directs an obesity clin­ 
ic for children at Mt. Sinai Hos­ 
pital in New York. 
These children hav e more fat 
cells than slim kids. The child 
becomes stuck with his fat 
cells, and this goes along into 
adult life. 
By going on a diet, a person 
can draw fat out of the fat cells, 
but the remain “ hungry ” to fill 
up with fat again. When fat is 
withdrawn, these cells are un­ 
dernourished, and look 
like 
starv ed cells. 
Dieters saddled with ex cess 
fat cells “ tend to get depressed, 
phy sically and psy chically , 
when they lose weight. Ev ery ­ 
thing seems to driv e them back 
to obesity . It’s as if their fat 
cells were sending out a signal 
to the brain say ing, ‘Fill me 
up’,” say s Dr. Hirsch. 
Dr. Knittle say s fat cells are 
formed during three time peri­ 
ods : 
During the last three 
months before birth; from birth 
to age 2, and during adoles­ 
cence. 
The fat cell thesis is not ac­ 


cep ted b y all n u tritio n ists an d 
au th o rities o n o b esity . Bu t 
there is gen eral agreemen t that 
o b esity in childho o d is an in v i­ 
tatio n to co n tin u ed o b esity . 
And this can b e p rev en ted— 
b y seein g to it that the child 
do esn ’t co n su me an ex cess o f 
calo ries, ab o v e his daily n eeds, 
that can b e sto red o r b an ked as 
fat. And b y seein g to it that he 
m akes p ro p er w ithdraw als 
fro m his fat sav in gs acco u n t 
thro u gh ex ercise. If iden tical 
twin s ate ex actly the sam e 
amo u n ts an d kin ds o f fo o d, the 
o ne who was p hy sically activ e 
wo u ld b e slimmer than the o ne 
who w asn ’t. 
It’s easy to o v erfeed a child, 
fo r “o v erweight co mes fro m 
o u r 2,000 y ears o f try in g to get 
en o u gh to eat,” say s Dr. Jean 
May er, p ro fesso r o f n u tritio n at 
H arv ard Scho o l o f 
Pu b lic 
Health. Lo ts o f fo o d an d the 
girth to p ro v e it were a m ark o f 
freedo m fro m the sp ectre o f 
starv atio n , an d a sign o f afflu ­ 
en ce. The mo ther with a p lu mp 
child was regarded as a “go o d” 
mo ther. 
It’s also to o easy to u se fo o d 
fo r rew ard o r p u n ishmen t, o r 
ju st to shu t a child u p . With­ 
ho ldin g so me cho ice fo o d as 
p u n ishmen t may simp ly 
in ­ 
crease desire fo r it, an d it’s 
likely to b e so methin g rich in 
calo ries. Fo o d as a rew ard can 
lead a child to eat mo re than he 
n eeds. Giv in g fo o d b ecau se a 
child is restless o r irritab le can 
also lead to stashin g ex cess cal­ 
o ries in his fat b an k. The child 
treated this way is likely to lo o k 
u p o n fo o d as a so lace an d a way 
o f dealin g with v ario u s kin ds o f 
stress. The p rice can b e in b e­ 
co min g o r stay in g fat. 
Co n sider what ex amp le y o u 
are settin g fo r y o u r children , 
su ggests Dr. Jam es B. Sidb u ry 
. Jr., o f Du ke Un iv ersity Medical 
Cen ter, who has b een dev elo p ­ 
in g a diet p ro gram fo r treatin g 
o b ese children . 
To redu ce weight, “a child 
n eeds mo tiv atio n , su p p o rt an d 
en co u ragemen t, an d if the rest 
o f the family is go in g to keep o n 
stu ffin g themselv es, it’s no t 
reaso n ab le to ex p ect the child 
to b reak the p attern ,” he say s. 
“When y o u see a who le family 
th at’s o b ese, it is no t a heredi­ 
tary trait that can ’t b e help ed. 
It’s u su ally a family traditio n o f 
o v ereatin g.” 
Activ e, gro win g children will 
w an t 
th eir 
b etw een -m eal 
sn acks an d in deed sho u ld hav e 
them , b ecau se small y o u n g 
sto m achs can ’t take in en o u gh 
fo o d, at regu lar m eals, to su p ­ 
p ly the en ergy they n eed. 


Left alo n e, u n gu ided, chil­ 
dren go fo r thin gs like can dy , 
p o tato chip s, do u ghn u ts, p a­ 
stries, an d o ther go o dies that 
su p p ly calo ries b u t no t mu ch 
else. 
The key to gu idin g children to 
healthfu l sn acks is to regard 
them as “m in i-meals,” say s 
Dr. Philip White o f the Ameri­ 
can Medical Asso ciatio n . 
“Sn acks may su p p ly 20 to 30 
p er cen t o f a child’s fo o d in take. 
So it sho u ld su p p ly the same 
share o f n u trien t n eeds, su ch as 
p ro tein s an d carb o hy drates.” 
“The to tal amo u n t o f fo o d 
co n su med daily is the im p o r­ 
tan t thin g.” Dr. White rem arks. 
“It can b e n o u rishin g as well as 
fu n . Make it fu n .” 
A child’s diet p attern is u su ­ 
ally set b efo re he go es o ff to 
scho o l, where he may b e tem p t­ 
ed to take can dy o r o ther 
“ em p ty c a lo rie ” fo o ds as 
sn acks. So a p attern fo r sn acks 
might b e set u p at ho me, b efo re 
he go es to scho o l. 
What kin ds o f thin gs? Little 
san dwiches, may b e made fro m 
left-o v ers an d kep t refrigerated 
fo r sn ackin g; so u p s, fru it ju ic­ 
es, p ean u t b u tter san dwiches, 
milk, dried fru its, raw v egeta­ 
b les su ch as carro t sticks, an d 
co o kies--o atm eal, 
grah am , 
mo lasses an d raisin co o kies 
rather than cho co late o n es o r 
tho se filled with cream . 
“Welco me y o u r child in to the 
kitchen when he co mes in fro m 
p lay o r ho me fro m scho o l,” Dr. 
White su ggests. “Then y o u can 
b e in co n tro l o f startin g health­ 
fu l sn ack hab its.” 
If y o u wo n der what y o u r child 
is eatin g fo r sn acks, y o u can 
ask an d he will tell y o u if y o u 
hav e a go o d relatio n ship go in g, 
if y o u sho w in terest in his 
health witho u t su ggestin g an y 
wro n g-do in g. Dr. White adds. If 
the child is go in g stro n g o n can ­ 
dy b ars, y o u can en co u rage his 
eatin g so methin g else, o r su g­ 
gest that at least he rin se if no t 
b ru sh his teeth after the can dy 
to redu ce the hazards o f to o th 
decay . 
Breakfast is im p o rtan t, b u t 
so me in div idu als ju st do n ’t like 
the kin d o f b reakfasts o ffered 
to them , Dr. White o b serv es. 
In stead o f so me cereal, they 
might p refer—an d this is ac­ 
cep tab le—to hav e a p ean u t b u t­ 
ter san dwich an d milk, o r so me 
meat left o v er fro m last n ight’s 
d in n er. With b reakfast-skip - 
p ers, watch that they do n ’t 
sn ack in mid-mo rn in g o n can dy 
o r the like, an d start to gain 
* weight, o r do n ’t eat at all an d 
lo se en ergy an d weight. 
So ft drin ks are tasty , p o p u lar 
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an d su p p ly calo ries if no t mu ch ( p 
else. Bu t watch ho w mu ch y o u r J 
child is drin kin g them. Dr. 1 
WTiite cites recen t 
research 
sho win g that so me children are 
gettin g to o mu ch p ho sp ho ro u s 
fro m so ft drin ks, so mu ch that 
this is u p settin g the n o rmal b al­ 
an ce b etw een p ho sp ho ro u s 
an d calciu m , the essen tial 
chemical o f b o n e. 
No rmally , he say s, the ratio 
b etween calciu m an d p ho sp ho r­ 
o u s in the b o dy is ab o u t ev en . 
Bu t with an ap p aren t declin e in 
co n su mp tio n o f dairy p ro du cts, 
main ly milk, so me children are 
takin g in less calciu m than fo r­ 
merly an d mo re p ho sp ho ro u s 
fro m so ft drin ks. So me children 
no w hav e twice as mu ch p ho s­ 
p ho ro u s as 
calciu m . 
This 
chan ge in ratio in terferes with 
the way calciu m is u tilized in 
the b o dy , an d leads to lo ss o f 
calciu m fro m b o n es. 
“The Children 's Cru sade,” 
Dr. Pau l Du dley White called it. 
He was u rgin g p aren ts to act 
early in their children ’s liv es to 
p rev en t fu tu re, p re m a tu re 
heart 
attacks. 
The emin en t 
heart sp ecialist died in 1973, at 
age 8 7. 
A child, he said, may in herit a 
gen etic su scep tib ility to heart 
tro u b les, b u t “he can also in ­ 
herit the en v iro n men tal hab its 
o f eatin g to o mu ch, no t gettin g 
en o u gh ex ercise, an d b y smo k­ 
in g.” Few p aren ts, he added, 
ev er hav e their children ’s b lo o d 
p ressu re checked, b u t high 
b lo o d p ressu re is an o ther v il­ 
lain o r “risk facto r” in p ro du c­ 
in g heart attacks. 
Fo o d can b e an o ther risk fac­ 
to r. To o mu ch fo o d, fo o d to o 
rich in satu rated fats, an d in 
cho lestero l, o n e o f the fatty m a­ 
terials b lamed fo r p lu ggin g u p 
arteries in the heart an d b rain . 
Dr. White was imp ressed 
with Can adian stu dies o f au to p ­ 
sies o n 1,000 children u n der age 
20. All had dep o sits o f fats in 
their arteries. One b o y had died 
fro m a fu ll-fledged heart at­ 
tack, at age 15 . The stu dy “indi 
cates ho w early the p ro cess o f 
athero sclero sis (n arro win g o f 
arteries fro m in n er fat dep o s 
its) can b egin in children who 
fo llo w to day ’s in du lgen t life 
sty le,” Dr. White said. 
An o ther stu dy fin ds that 15- 
y ear-o ld b o y s in Bo sto n hav e 
b lo o d cho lestero l lev els sim ilar 
to tho se o f men 40 to 60 y ears 
o ld liv in g in areas o f the wo rld 
where co ro n ary heart disease is 
rare. Diet is imp licated. 
“ My mo ther is killin g m e,” 
said an eighth-grade scho o lb o y

Needlework uncovers 
fascinating history

Irma Renner’s romance with 
needle and thread has spanned 
more than half a century. 
Perhaps it started when her 
childish fingers were taught the 
rudimentary stitches of em­ 
b roidery, knitting and crochet. 
There is no doub t that she was 
raised in a househould where 
idle hands were not tolerated. 
And she grew up among women 
who used thread and needles as 
an artistic expression. 
As proof, she displayed the 
linen tab lecloth and napkins 
that were her grandmothers. 
They are a natural flax color, 
woven in a damask pattern and 
hemmed with a fine hand. 
“Grandmother grew the flax, 
spun the thread and wove the 
cloth,” she explained. 
Miss Renner likes to say that 
“every kind of needlework I 
heard ab out I learned to do.” 
And her house is filled with 
b eautiful examples of her work. 
Needlepoint, weaving, hooked 
rugs, b ob b in lace, crochet, 
tatting, 
knitting, 
Italian 
hemstitching, cut work. 
T hat’s why her collection 
seemed such a natural in­ 
troduction to a series of col­ 
umns on needle and thread art. 
It might b e well, at the b e­ 
ginning, to look at the history of 
thread, which dates as far b ack 
as the stone age, at least. 
Remnants of linen fishing nets 
and cloth as well as flax were 
found in a Stone Age dwelling in 
Switzerland. 


In China, the making of silk 
thread was a closely guarded 
secret and has b een recorded in 
use as early as 3,000 B.C. By the 
time of the Roman Empire, 
silken garments were coveted 
and silk sold for its weight in 
gold 
Cotton, in ancient tim es 
seems to have b een grown in 
several countries. It was used 
in India as early as 3,000 B.C. It 
was also used b y the Chinese, 
Egyptians and North and South 
American Indians. 
In this historical context, the 
spinning wheel is a com­ 
paratively 
new 
invention. 
Ancients used two tools for the 
spinning of thread. A spindle, 
and a distaff. The distaff, often 
only a cleft stick, held the raw 
fib er and was tucked under the 
left arm. 
The hand of the arm that held 
the distaff twisted the thread or 
yarn while the other hand 
wound it on a spindle. 
It is said that ancient Greek 
spinners twisted the raw stuff 
against their thighs. To prevent 
sore muscles they used thigh 
cases made of pottery which 
fitted over the upper leg. 
Deliving into the history of 
textiles enhances our ap­ 
preciation of the mateials we 
used so lavishly today. It might 
lead you to picking up some 
thread and seeing how creative 
you can b e. We’ll b e exploring 
some of these creative uses of 
thread in sub sequent columns.

Then East asks himself the 
$64,000 question? “ How can I 
b eat this hand?” 
He finally finds the answer. If 
West’s king is the king of club s 
and he will cooperate, a fancy 
play will set declarer. So East 
plays his eight of hearts 
South can do no b etter than 
win the trick with the jack and 
lead a club . West hops up with 
the king and leads a second 
heart. East gets his hearts set 
up and the defense winds up 
with three hearts, two club s and 
a clear profit of 100 points.

Is it worth 
restoration? Experts generally 
agree that ab out 60 per cent of 
the original item should b e left 
in restoration. This leaves quite 
a b it of room for repair and re­ 
placement if the item is a really 
fine and old one. 
If, after weighing the factors, 
you are still fence-sitting, get 
b usy with some research. Find 
out what you have, how good it 
is and then decide whether to 
leave it alone or take the 
plunge. 
My personal opinion 
(for 
what it’s worth) is that the 
b eautiful natural grain of fine 
old woods such as walnut, cher­ 
ry, ash, mahogany, maple and 
others, should never, never b e 
covered with paint.

after listening to a lesson touch­ 
ing on relationships of diet and 
heart disease. “ She’s making 
me eat two eggs and bacon and 
toast with butter for break­ 
fast.” The lesson he’d heard 
was one aimed at teaching pre­ 
ventive m edicine concepts 
through health education. 
TTie boy’s reaction is not ex­ 
actly an exaggeration in the 
view of those heart specialists 
and nutritionists who blame the 
typical American diet for pro­ 
ducing high levels of cholester­ 
ol in the blood. The typical diet 
supplies 40 to 45 per cent of total 
calories in the form of fats, and 
tends to be high in cholesterol, 
represented by such things as 
egg yolk, butter and some other 
foods. 
High blood cholesterol is con­ 
sidered a risk factor. 
Changing the diet to less fat 
and less cholesterol can reduce 
the level of cholesterol in the 
blood. Does this really work to 
forestall heart attacks? Most of 
the evidence from various stud­ 
ies suggests it does, but there is 
no absolute proof yet. 
For this reason, the Commit­ 
tee on Nutrition of the Ameri­ 
can Academy of Pediatrics is 
not ready to recommend diet­ 
ary changes for all children. 
It does say many children 
may be at high risk, because 
heart attacks or strokes have 
occurred in their fam ilies. 
Blood tests for cholesterol can 
spot these children, and a “ pru­ 
dent diet” can be started early 
in hopes of assuring them long­ 
er lives. 
A subcommittee of the Amer­ 
ican Heart Association agrees, 
also pointing out that a child 
can have high levels of blood 
fats without being obese. Fat­ 
ness isn’t a due necessarily of 
what’s happening inside the ar­ 
teries 
All children over age 5 in 
families with a history of pre­ 
mature heart 
attack should 
have cholesterol 
m easure­ 
ments, it adds. 
Says Dr, Morris Fishbein, the 
authoritative medical editor, 
“ It is important to start the low- 
cholesterol habit at an early 
age especially for Ixiys- be­ 
cause the f(M)ds children eat can 
determine their tastes and hab­ 
its decades later” It’s harder 
to make big changes in diet lat­ 
er in life 
“ A sound eating pattern 
formed early in life can do a 
great deal to lower the risk of 


dying from coronary heart dis­ 
ease in the prime of life,” write 
Dr. EYedrick J. Stare and Jo ­ 
hanna Dwyer, D.Sc., of the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health. 


Children are not harmed by 
being put on the “ prudent diet’’ 
when very young, Drs. Glenn 
Friedman and Stanley J. Gold­ 
berg of the University of Arizo­ 
na College of Medicine told the 
American Heart Association. 
At age four months, they 
switched 52 infants to skim milk 
and the Heart Association’s 
low-cholesterol, low-saturated 
fat 
diet, modified for age. 
Every six months, for three 
years, they compared these 52 
youngsters with 52 whose usual 
diets were not changed. TYiey 
found no significant differences 
between those on the altered 
diet and the others in terms of 
height, weight, head circumfer­ 
ence, hemoglobin, social and 
language development, and 
other tests. 


But the children on the modi­ 
fied diet did have lower blood 
cholesterol. 
Numerous heart specialists 
are convinced the whole family 
would benefit from adoption of 
diets that de-emphasize satu­ 
rated fats and cholesterol—but, 
de-emphasize does not mean 
eliminate them. 
As general guidelines for ac­ 
complishing this: 
Reduce the total intake of 
calories if you are overweight. 
Reduce the amount of calo­ 
ries coming from fats, from the 
usual 40 to 45 per cent, to 30 to 35 
per cent. Substitute other f(x>ds 
you like for the fatty ones. 
Put less emphasis on foods 
high in saturated fats. These 
generally, but not always come 
from animal sources They usu­ 
ally harden or solidify at room 
temperature, like the fat in gra­ 
vy or a stew. 
— Put more emphasis on 
foods high in polyunsaturated 
fats. These come generally, but 
not always, from vegetable or 
fish oils, and tend to remain li­ 
quid at room temperature. Sub­ 
stitute more polyunsaturated 
fats for the saturated kind you 
may be eating now. 
I*ut less emphasis on foods 
rich in cholesterol. These in­ 
clude egg yolk, brains, with 
lesser amounts in organ meats 
such as liver or kidney. There 
are moderate amounts in fat- 
containing dairy products and 
the rl^uscle meat of beef, pork, 


poultry, fish and seafood. 
Your local American Heart 
Association can supply free 
pamphlets on dietary advice. 
Give your child a balanced 
diet, and eat one yourself, and 
there is no need for vitamin 
pills, says Dr. Philip White of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion, 


Indeed, there can be health 
kickbacks from taking too 
much vitamin A or vitamin D, 
in amounts far beyond the 
body’s needs. 
But vitamins remain popular. 
Partly, says Dr. White, because 
of “ food zealots” who say that 
most marketed foods nowadays 
no longer really nourish the 
body, so you need to fortify with 
vitamins. 


“ But with reasonable atten­ 
tion to combinations of foods,* 
there is no need for vitamins. 
Parents may regard vitamin 
supplements as dietary insur­ 
ance, and be tempted to use 
them as an excuse for haphaz­ 
ard meal planning.” 
Some surveys, he adds, show 
that many families consume 
less than desirable amounts of 
nutrients from common fruits, 
vegetables, and milk, and so 
fall short of meeting daily 
needs for vitamin A, D, and cal­ 
cium. 
Babies once were given cod 
liver oil and halibut liver oil to 
make sure they got enough vi­ 
tamins A and D. But now there 
are surer sources of them in 
commonly available foods. And 
modern distribution of foods, 
bringing you the produce from 
many parts of the country, has 
eliminated seasonal changes in 
which particularly valuable 
foods weren’t availab le at 
times. 
As for the danger of too much 
of two vitamins: 
Vitamin A: Mouth ulcers,* 
thinning hair, anem ia, dry* 
rough skin, painful localized: 
swellings, and pressure in the* 
brain that can be misdiagnosed* 
as brain tumors. The troubles! 
go away when vitamin intake is* 
reduced to normal, or at least 
not high excess. 
; 
Vitamin D: Loss of appetite,: 
nausea and vomiting, weak' 
ness, nervousness, hard depos^ 
its in the kidneys, and some-, 
times softening of bones. 
On another matter, will huge 
doses of vitamin C prevent 
common colds, or make them 
milder? The medical iury 1» 
still out on that one.

The stage was set for a game 
that was to be remembered by 
the cheering fans for a long 
time after the gun signaled the 
end of the contest.

After the kickoff, the 
teams traded the ball as neither 
squad could get any momentum 
going. Dixon started to roll 
when they were given posses­ 
sion of the ball with 8:37 left in 
the opening quarter, as a lim p­ 
ing Ned Vail connected on an 
18-yard pass play to Vince Me- 
lendrez down the right sideline, 
putting the ball on Streator’s 39.

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Plan to extend ban on snowmobiles into more slate parks 


By T. L E E HUGHES 
Assoicated Press Writer 
The state Department of Con­ 
servation again is planning to 
restrict use in state parks of 
snowmobiles, which many ex­ 
perts consider a threat to wild 
game and plant life. 
Use of the high-speed winter 
vehicles was limited to nine 
state parks last year. This year 
officials want to ban their use 
in two of those parks—Illinois 
Beach in Lake County, and 
Lake Le-Aqua-Na in Stephenson 
County. 
But they also hope to open up 
one other area, Illinois and 
Michigan Canal State Park east 
of La Salle, for use by snow- 
mobilers this winter. The result 
will be a net gain for winter 
sportsmen, said Edward Webb, 
the department’s assistant chief 
of operations for parks and me­ 
morials. 
“ Illinois Beach has not got a 
good viable trail system nor 
has Lake Le-Aqua-Na,” said

“ Dr. Crane,” he began, "our

Action Vs. Words 
“ Action,” runs an old adage, 
“ speaks louder than words.” 
Jesus said that if a man 
should smite us on one cheek, 
we should turn the other also 
(Matthew 5:39). 
And Christ demonstrated that 
idea in His personal affronts, as 
when they spat upon Him en- 
route to Calvary. 
But by His actions, Jesus 
distinguished definitely be­ 
tween such personal insults vs. 
threats to basic human feedoms 
that 
had 
taken 
mankind 
thousands of years to wrest 
from sadistic dictators. 
For when Christ saw the 
moneychangers defiling the 
Temple, He didn’t attempt to 
use verbal persuasion on them, 
though He was the greatest 
salesman ever to set foot on this 
Earth. 
Instead, He overthrew the 
tables of the moneychangers 
and cast them out of the Temple 
(Matthew 21:12). 
He also overthrew the seats 
of those who sold doves! 
Indeed, in John 2:15, we read 
this further evidence of His use 
of physical violence: 
“ And when he had made a 
scourge of small cords, he 
drove them all out of the 
Temple, and the sheep, and the 
oxen: 
and 
poured 
out 
the 
changers’ money, and over­ 
threw the tables ” 
Mark 11:15, likewise recounts 
Christ’s resort to physical 
violence to rid the Temple of its 
polluters. 
Jesus also lauded the police­ 
men and soldiery, as in the 
seventh Beatitude: 
‘‘Blessed are the peace­ 
makers” (Matthew 5:19). 
Peacemakers are not the 
pacifists who meekly hope or 
wjsh or long for peace. 
Instead, they are the men, as 
in uniform, who bravely stand 
out to protect our women and 
children on the streets, high 
ways and even in our private 
homes. 
They risk their lives to keep 
the lawless and criminal ele 
ment from abusing the peaceful 
citizenry! 
Christ also showed in His per­ 
sonal behavior that He did not 
believe in universal 
philan­ 
thropy, with taxes to be spent 
on welfare for the shiftless 
poor. 
For He once fed 5,000 hungry 
people, but during the three 
years of His earthly ministry, 
He apparently let at least 10,000 
or more die of starvation! 
And He also tried Socialized 
Medicine when He healed the 10 
lepers, but gave that up, too.

Webb. “ By adding the 10 miles 
of tow paths on the Illinois and 
Michigan canal we can have a 
lot less damage and probably a 
lot better riding.” 
Webb 
said 
snowmobiles 
caused unacceptable damage to 
plant life at both Illinois Beach 
and Lake Le-Aqua-Na last 
vear. 


The snowmobiles pack snow 
into ice, lowering ground tem­ 
perature which disrupts plant 
growth, said Webb. They also 
bruise and damage plants by 
running into them and experts 
think the noise pollution may 
affect wild animals. 
“ We re generally concerned 
with the kinds of damage that 


would occur to hibernation pat­ 
terns and to the nesting habits, 
from the standpoint that 
it 
would tend to drive the animals 
from their protected nests and 
make them more susceptible to 
predation,” said Webb. 
Last year about 24,000 snow­ 
mobiles were registered with 
the state, and on state land 


their use generally was re­ 
stricted to areas above Illinois 
Route 17, running from Kan­ 
kakee through Mercer County, 
said Webb. Parks south of this 
generally do not have enough 
snow, he said. 
State lands expected to be 
open for snowmobile use this 
year are Hennepin Canal Park- 


way State Park west of Ottawa, 
Rock 
Cut 
State 
Park 
near 
Rockford. 
Kankakee 
River 
State Park, Chain O' Lakes 
State Park in McHenry and 
Lake Counties. Mississippi Pal­ 
isades State Park in Carroll 
County, Johnson Sauk Trail 
State Park in Henry County, 
Silver Springs State Park in 


Will County and the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal State Park. 
A hearing was scheduled to 
be held Thursday night, Sept. 
26, in St. Charles, Kane County, 
to discuss the proposed restric­ 
tions. Webb said the depart­ 
ment’s aim is to balance the 
needs for human recreation and 
preservation of nature. 


“ Through legislative mandate 
we’re to provide as many rec­ 
reational opportunités as the 
resources will bear,” he said. 
“ At the same time we’ve got 
a lot of contention about the 
kind of impact that off-road ve­ 
hicles. and snowmobiles in par­ 
ticular, have on the natural and 
ecological integrity of the site.”
